Nothing Conclusive Yet. 

The report says no avallable statis- 
tical data can be accepted as conclusive 
on either side, and declares “‘ the whole- 
some effects of prohibition are regis- 
tered in inconspicuous ways.” 

The press agents of prohibition are 
handed a bitter pill when the report 
suggests that one of the “important 
tasks” of the drys is to “effect a 
change in the whole basis and method 
of prohiibtion propaganda.” 

“We are witnessing,” says the re- 
port, “the testing and, it would ap- 
pear, just now the supreme testing 
of a new social policy that has been 
written into our basic law. 

* No one can say with positiveness 
what the ultimate outcome of this test 
will be; no cocksure optimism is war- 
ranted, nor is péssimism or ‘ defeatism ’ 
justified by the facts. Much seems to 
depend upon the development of public 
opinion in the near future.”’

A trail of blood led from 
the lane to the car, indicating the kill- 
ing occurred before the machine was 
removed from the lane, 

Farmer Hears Shots. 

The bodies were found this morning 
by Cyrus Oatman of Collinsville. The 
clothing had been burned off, but a belt 
buckle initialed “ G.”’ and a plain gold 
wedding ring were found. Albert 
Schwind, the farmer living near the 
gecene, said he heard three pistol shots. 
First examinations failed to show 
wounds other than the broken skulls.

Closely following Maj. Wilkes’ state 
ment was one from Rufus -W. 
Putnam, war department engineer in 
Chicago, that he is about to file a re- 
port that will be substantially the 
same as that of his Milwaukee col- 
league. 

Thus have these two army engineers 
upheld one of the chief contentions of 
the Chicago officials in the long and 
bitter controversy with Canadian 
power interests and other great lakes 
cities over the diversion of water 
through. the Chicago drainage canal 
and its attendant effect om the level 
of the lakes. 


Level Now 18 Inches Tee Low. 


Maj. Wilkes has just compiled and 
forwarded to the international joint 
commission on the St. Lawrence wa- 
terway project a report to the effect 
that the proper level of Lake Michi- 
gan would be 581 feet above sea level, 
approximately 18 inches’ higher than 
the present level. 

This estimate was made after ob- 
taining the consensus of city officials,

THE TEACHERS PROTEST 
AGAIN. 


The teachers are prdtesting again. This time it 
is against a newly installed system intended ‘to 
verify the time of their arrival and departure. 
Efficieney engineers who studied the school sys- 
tem last year recommended the time-check because 
many thousands of dollars were being paid to some 
teachers who abused their absence and tardiness 
privileges, 

Some time ago the teachers were protesting be- 
cause they had to attend teachers’ councils out- 
side school hours. You would have thought no in- 
justice could equal that one. Now they hold en- 
thusiastic protest meetings after school hours: and 
manage to survive the ordeal. The Federation of 
Men Teachers held such a meeting Thursday and 
the Chicago Teachers’ federation met on Friday. 
Not long ago they were protesting against low pay 
and when the superintendent suggested a way to 
get it, they protested against that, too. And so on. 

The citizens of Chicago, we think, are sick and 
tired of teachers’ protests. You cannot explain 
the teachers’ attitude solely on the ground that 
men and women become set in their ways and 
resentful of change as they advance in years. 
That would account for annoyance, but not for re- 
peated protests. The teachers have gone beyond 
all the limits of reasonable behavior. Any one of 
their complaints might be accepted at. its face 
value; the constant repetition of them can only 
be considered a form of insubordination. 

Clearly the teachers are suffering from a de- 
lusion of persecution. The city can thank Margaret 
Haley, the walking delegate of their federation, for 
that. She has fostered it for years. It is idle 
for the spokesmen of the Federation of Men | 
Teachers to talk of teaching as a profession when 
every teachers’ organization, taking its lead from 
Miss Haley, behaves as if teaching were a trade. 
If the teachers want to be respected in the com- 
munity they must quit thinking of trade-union 
tactics, quit resenting every act of the board of 
education or the superintendent as if it were in- 
tended to crush them under heel. Most unions 
no longer have that attitude of mind, but the 
teachers retain it in its purest form. 

Haleyism has repeatedly interfered with school 
administration, but it has done far worse than 
that. It has presented to the school children an 
example of disrespect for authority, of insubordi- 
nation, the consequences of which are beyond ap 
praisal. Do the teachers want the youngsters of 
Chicago to believe that the good life consists in 
disobedience and resentment of all authority? All 
the evidence indicates that is just what the teach- 
ers are aiming at. 


HOFFMAN RUNS THE JAIL. 
‘ We’re tired of seeing the buck passed for the 
situation in the county jail. There is one man, 
and one man only, on whom the responsibilty 
rests. That man is Sheriff Hoffman. His right- 
eous indignation over the Druggan scandal doesn’t 
get very far with us. He passed the buck to 
Warden Westbrook and fired him. He put in 
Brockmeyer. The next thing we know, Druggan. 
beats up a reporter and Brockmeyer is fired. 
Now Weideling is in. Later reports had it that 
Druggan, quite as nonchalant as ever, was still 
lolling about the jail hospital in -purple silk pa- 
jamas. We're tired of that spectacle. 

Excuses about the derelictions of subordinates 
don’t go down any more.

rheumatism, pleurisy, and bilious fever 
prevalent; do they have yellow fever:

fasting; do they use purgatives; what is 
the nature of their baths; at what time 
of day do they bathe.

The expedition took with them a con- 
siderable supply of drugs, including 
fifteen pounds of Peruvian bark (qui- 
nine). Dr. Beard quotes the Lewis and 
Clark method of giving a Russiah bath: 
“A hole was dug in the ground 4 feet 
deep and 3 feet in diameter. The top 
of the hole was covered by anh arched 
awning made with willow poles. A 
large, hot fire was kindled in the hole. 
When the ground became very hot the 
fire was removed. A geat was placed 
in the hole and the man was stripped 
naked and seated in that hole. The 
poles were covered by several blankets. 
The man was given a basin of water. 
This water he sprinkled’ on the hot 
ground, making as much steam as he 
could stand. The rheumatic man stayed 
in the hot steam 20 minutes, He was 
then removed and plunged twice in cold 
water. After which he was returned to 
the hot steam hole and left there for

45 minutes. While in the steam hole he 
drank freely of hot mint tea. At the 
end of this, time he was removed, 
wrapped in blankets, and permitted to 


cool slowly.”

This method cured one of the voy~ 
agers, Bratten, in a short time. Another 


case of rheumatism, a very bad one, was 


in the person of an influential Indian 
chief. This chief had been bedridden 
for three years. About five treatments 
with the sweat hole method got the chief 
out of bed and put him to walking 
around and he “has acquired a consid- 
erable part of his strength.” 

Smallpox was found to be the worst 
enemy the Indians had. This disease 
wiped out whole villages and even 
tribes. Rheumatiam prevailed. Like- 
wise, sore eyes. The expiorers were 
struck by the large number of blind In- 
dians they found and the very general 
prevalence of sore eyes. The Indians 
thought the glare of the snow fields was 
largely responsible for their sore eyes. 
Much of it was due to neglected venereal 
disease. Dr. Beard thought they had 
trachoma also. The favorite eye wash 
used by Lewis and Clark was 4 solu- 
tion of 2 grains of zinc sulphate and 
1 grain of lead acetate in one ounce of 


water.

New York, Sept. 13.—@)—More 
smallpox cases were reported in the 
United States in 1924 than in any other 
country, according to the latest health 
bulletin of the league of nations, it 
wns announced by the American Asso 
ciation for Medical Progress.
